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Historical  Background 


he  Alberta  Foundation  for  the  Literary  Arts  was  created  in  May  of 
1984  when  the  then  Minister  of  Culture,  Mary  LeMessurier,  announced 
that  lottery  revenues  were  to  be  assigned  to  cultural  groups. 
At  first  the  Foundation  received  funding  of  $800,000  per  year.  In  1986  this 
amount  was  boosted  to  $1,000,000  annually.  By  1988  the  present  funding  level  of 
$1,325,000  was  achieved. 

.Licensed  initially  for  a  five-year  period,  the  Foundation  was  granted  a  two-year 
extension  in  1989.  The  current  license  will  expire  March,  1991,  unless  (as 
anticipated)  a  further  renewal  is  provided. 

ZJuring  the  six-year  period  of  operations  ending  March  31,  1990,  the  Foundation 
received  a  total  of  $6,250,000  in  lottery  revenues.  During  the  same  time  frame, 
$5,458,956  was  distributed  in  the  form  of  grants  to  the  Foundation's  clients  — 
the  writers,  publishers,  libraries,  and  other  literary  groups  and  organizations  of 
Alberta.  Thus,  over  87%  of  the  foundation's  lottery  revenue  has  gone  directly  to 
support  the  literary  arts  in  Alberta.

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uring  the  1989  -  90  fiscal  year,  the  Foundation  received  and  adjudicated 


over  350  applications,  requesting  over  $2,200,000.  Of  that  total,  220 


 I  projects  were  awarded  full  or  partial  funding.  Funds  continued  to  be 

distributed  in  roughly  equal  thirds  to  writers  and  writers'  organizations,  libraries 
and  library  organizations,  and  publishers  and  publishers'  organizations. 
The  year  has  been  an  extremely  busy  one.  Staff  have  been  active  in  attending 
readings,  book  launches,  conferences  and  workshops  held  by  constituents. 
Attendance  at  the  Alberta  Library  Conference,  as  well  as  the  annual  general 
meetings  of  the  Writers  Guild  of  Alberta  and  Book  Publishers  Association,  are 
major  sources  of  contact  and  feedback  for  the  Foundation.  Special  events  such  as 
the  Alberta  Book  Fair  provide  an  opportunity  for  involvement  in  the  literary 
community  as  it  relates  to  the  general  public. 

Office  outreach  activities  included  scheduling  a  regular  board  meeting  in  Grande 
Prairie.  As  well,  a  reception  allowed  board  members  and  staff  to  meet 
constituents  and  other  members  of  the  community. 
The  Foundation  began  a  major  initiative  to  evaluate  the  effectiveness  of  all 
categories  of  the  grant  program  during  this  year.  Board  members  and  staff  have 
been  actively  involved  in  developing  the  evaluation  plan  and  questionnaires  as 
well  as  in  evaluating  results. 

We  believe  that  the  year  has  been  a  successful  one  in  allowing  the  Foundation  to 
fulfill  its  mandate  to  develop  the  literary  arts  in  Alberta.  The  Foundation 
continues  to  attract  new  clients,  and  demands  for  funds  continue  to  grow.

Board  members  receive 
photocopies  of  each  application, 
and  come  to  the  meeting  prepared 
for  discussion. 

An  out-of-province 
adjudication  advisor  is  hired  by 
the  board;  this  person  is  chosen 
for  his/her  knowledge  of  the  area 
emphasized  at  that  adjudication, 
and  attends  the  meeting  to  guide 
the  discussion. 

The  meetings,  which  combine 
adjudication  with  a  full  business 
agenda,  commence  on  a  Friday 
evening  and  are  completed  late 
Sunday  afternoon.  The  board 
members  give  each  application 
thorough  consideration  before 
decisions  are  made.

Statements 


March  31, 1990 
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Note  1 
Authority 

The  Alberta  Foundation  for  the  Literary  Arts  operates  under  the  authority  of  the 
Cultural  Foundations  Act,  Chapter  C-40,  Revised  Statutes  of  Alberta  1980,  as  amended. 

Note  2 

Significant  Accounting  Policies  and  Reporting  Practices 
Grants 

Grants  are  recorded  as  expenditure  in  the  year  for  which  the  Board  approves  them  if 
required  conditions  have  been  fulfilled  by  the  grant  applicants. 

Amounts  recoverable  from  grant  recipients  are  offset  against  grant  expenditure  in  the 
year  the  amounts  recoverable  are  determined. 

Depreciation 

Depreciation  is  recorded  using  the  straight-line  method  at  the  following  rates: 
Computer  equipment  -  25%  of  original  cost 

Office  furniture  and  other  equipment      -  15%  of  original  cost 

Leasehold  improvements  are  amortized  over  the  life  of  the  lease. 
Changes  in  Financial  Position 

A  statement  of  changes  in  financial  position  is  not  provided  as  disclosure  in  these 
financial  statements  is  considered  to  be  adequate. 

Note  3 
Reserve 

The  Foundation  established  a  reserve  for  the  purpose  of  retaining  an  ongoing 
funding  capability. 

Note  4 
Grants 

Grants  are  paid  to  writers,  publishers,  libraries  and  other  organizations  that  support 
the  literary  arts. 

Note  5 

Commitments 

At  March  31,  1990  the  Foundation  had  commitments  totalling  $18,820  (1989  $17,847) 
in  respect  of  grants  approved  from  1989/90  funds  but  not  disbursed  because  certain 
conditions  were  still  to  be  met  by  the  applicants. 

The  Foundation  also  had  commitments  totalling  $66,250  (1989  $Nil)  in  respect  of 
grants  to  be  disbursed  from  1990/91  funds.

Comparative  Figures 

The  1989  figures  have  been  reclassified  where  necessary  to  conform  to  1990 
presentation. 

Note  7 

Approval  of  Financial  Statements 

These  Financial  statements  were  approved  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Foundation. 
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
